In midocean? if it Is of wood it takes, J 
in the first place, considerable time for 
It to reach the bottom, lu a hundred ! 
or more fathoms of water a quarter of 
an hour will elapse before the ship 
reaches bottom. 
It sinks slowly, a nd 
when tbe bottom is reached it falls 
gently into the soft, oozy bed, with no j 
crash or breakiug. 
Of course if it is laden with pig iron 
or corresponding substances or if it is 1 
an iron ship It sinks rapidly and some­ 
times strikes the bottom with such 
force as to smash In pieces. 
Once ! 
sunken a ship becomes the prey of tbe 
countless inhabitants of the ocean. 
T hey swarm over and through the 
great boat and make It their home. 
Besides this they cover every Inch of 
the boat with u thick layer of lime. 
This takes time, of course, and when 
one generation dies another continues 
the work until finally the ship is so 
ladeu with heavy incrustations, corals, 
sponges and barnacles that if wood 
the creaking timbers fall apart and 
slowly but surely are absorbed in the 
waste at the sea bottom. 
iron vessels are demolished more 
quickly than those of wood, which 
may last for centuries. The only met­ 
als that withstand the chemical action 
of the waves are gold and platinum, 
and glass also seems unaffected.

NEW LAWS HE WOULD ENFORCE

Springfield, 111., Sept. 27.—The prln^ 
ci pal address of im portance m ade tie- 
fore the Illinois S tate R ankers’ asso­ 
ciation wms that of A ttorney G eneral 
Stead, w ho recom m ended a num ber of 
change*« in state banking law s which, 
ho said, had been suggested t«> him by 
J. M. Appel, head of the banking de­ 
partm ent of the office of the auditor of 
public accounts. 
Among the changes 
favored w as a requirem ent tba t offi­ 
cers and em ployes should lie bonded 
aud (the bonds lilod w ith the sta te au­ 
ditor. 


O ther R u les S u ggested . 
Tlw* other changes 
recom m ended 
w ere rules fixing penalties for loaning 
the ban k ’s funds to its officers or di­ 
rectors. requiring the directors to ox 
am ine a t least tw ice a year a bank’s 
assets and securities, enter the findings 
on their records, and transm it a copy 
thereof under oath to the auditor, cer­ 
tifying to the genuineness of the secur­ 
ities; granting the auditor discretion­ 
ary pow ers to refuse certificates if he 
knows the prom oters are w ithout finan­ 
çai standing, or tha t their real object 
is not legitim ate banking; granting the 
auditor pow er to com m ence sum m ary 
proceedings if on exam ination it is dis­ 
covered tha t the business of the bank 
is being conducted In a reckless or 
fraud ulen t m anner, w ithout the thirty 
days notice now required by law , if on 
notice the abuses are not at once cor­ 
rected. and .prohibiting branch banks.

The moon Is really and truly a g reat 
planet of m ountains, its whole visible 
surface being dotted w ith elevations 
of curious shapes and of extraordinary 
height. YVe say “Its whole visible sur­ 
face” and hasten to explain that we 
m ake this statem ent sim ply because 
the eye of man has never seen but one 
side of the surface of the moon. W hat 
we set* convinces us tha t the little 
planet is extrem ely m ountainous, for 
on the •'end" exposed to our view 
there are no less than 30,000 peaks, 
varying in height from 2,000 feet to 
four miles. W hen we consider the fact 
tha t this lunarian world Is only oae 
thirty-second part 
as 
large as 
the 
earth w e can easily see w hy It de­ 
serves the title of the “planet of g reat 
m ountains " T here is a peculiar thing 
about these 80,000 moon peaks. Each 
and every one of them has a ringllke 
form, the open end of the conical point 
being of greater or lesser diam eter, ac- 
c o rd in ffto the heig ht'o f the 
monntain. 
In a low grade telescope these peaks 
resem ble true volcanoes, but w hen 
viewed through a high grade glass It is 
seen tha t the depression in the center 
of the queer “ring m ouutain” is often 
so g reat as to be below the general 
level of the surrounding country. The 
depth of these depressions is calcu­ 
lated In a curious m anner, by figuring 
on the relative shadow s they cast 
w hen the sun is shining full upon 
them . 
The diam eter of these “ring 
m ountains” varies greatly, some of the 
larger ones being 50, 100 or even 150 
miles, w hile the sm aller look like post 
holes w hen viewed through a good tel­ 
escope.
